THE redevelopment of Ramsgate’s 
Pleasurama site will not be 
delayed by the collapse of part of 
the cliff fagade, Thanet council 
has assured residents. 

The long-running saga of the spot beneath 
the East Cliff, which has been derelict since a 
fire in 1997, seemed to be drawing to a 
successful conclusion in 2003 with the 
granting of planning permission for a 60-room 
hotel, seven shops and one-, two- and three- 
bedroom apartments. 

More than six years on, however, people in 
Ramsgate are still waiting for the planned 
Royal Sands complex to surface from the piles 
of rubble and weeds currently making the site 
an eyesore for residents and tourists alike. 

Fagade 

It had been hoped local company Cardy 
Construction, which has won the contract 
with developer SFP Ventures (UK) Ltd, 
would begin work on the project early 
this year, but now part of the concrete facade 
has collapsed, leaving a hole eight metres 
high and three metres wide. 

Michael Child, a Ramsgate shop-owner and 
keen observer of the project who has been 
blogging about the subject for years, said: 
“The cliff seems to be in a terrible state and 
parts of it have collapsed at different times 
over the years. 

“I am not convinced the project can go for¬ 
ward when it is seemingly in such a bad way. 

“Cracks and holes have appeared and it is

Shop artwork 
that covers up 
a sorry plight

WINDOWS of vacant and 
disused shops in Cliftonville 
are being decorated with art 
in a bid to liven up the area. 

The idea was put into practice last 
year in Margate to make the town 
centre look more attractive and has 
been moved further east to make the 
shops in places like Northdown Road 
more appealing. 

Margate was revealed to have the 
highest level of high-street shop clo¬ 
sures in the entire country. 

Emptiness 

To combat the sense of emptiness, 
artwork was placed in windows, an 
idea which has now spread east. 

Labour Cliftonville West ward 
councillors Linda Aldred, Doug 
Clark and Clive Hart have welcomed 
the efforts of the Thanet Community 
Safety Partnership, which came up 
with the scheme. 

Cllr Aldred said: “Pam Pople and 
the Cliftonville Partnership did a 
great job over Christmas with the 
lights outside St Paul’s Church and 
right along Northdown Road and 
these new colourful shop fronts are 
an excellent way to start 2010.” 

The groundfloor of the large and 
empty former Munro Cobb store is 
being covered in bold graphic designs 
with associated poetiy. 


Nearby the former Albion Book¬ 
shop, along with the ex-Baby Shop at 
the junction with Sweyn Road are 
also being brightened up in a similar 
manner. 

Cllr Clark said: “Projects such as 
these should help improve civic pride 
and we are assured they also cut 
crime. These have to be two key 
objectives for Cliftonville in 2010.” 

Cllr Hart said: “This is a good 
start, but sadly there is much more 
to do. There are dozens of empty 
shops in Cliftonville and opposite 
this site the demolition of a former 
hotel is also taking place following a 
large fire. 

“However, the shop-front projects 
are a good start to 2010 and we sin¬ 
cerely welcome these initiatives.” 

So far, four shop windows have 
been decorated and the Community 
Safety Partnership has funding to 
decorate more empty shop windows 
in Northdown Road. 

Lacy Dixon, from the Thanet 
Community Safety Partnership, 
said: “This project has already 
proved to be a great success. It has 
been welcomed by local residents 
and businesses and has helped to 
brighten up Cliftonville during the 
midst of the recession. 

“Visitors from outside of the area 
have come to admire the windows 
and it’s helped to prevent both 
arson and criminal damage, with 
none of the completed windows 
damaged to date.”

just not good enough either to build the 
development next to it or to support the 
main access road to it.” 

However, a spokeswoman for Thanet 
council, which struck the deal with SFP 
for the Royal Sands development, said: 
“There is no reason to believe it has fur¬ 
ther implications for the stability of the 
cliff fagade or cliff-face as a whole. This 
blockwork panel is not a load-bearing 
part of the cliff fagade structure.” 

The cliff-wall part of the project has 
already cost the council some £985,000 
- it is thought the latest problem will 
add another £15,000 to that figure. 

Walker Construction UK Ltd carried 
out refurbishment work on the fagade in 
2007, but the appearance of the hole has 
led to the whole panel being taken down 
to be rebuilt by council contractors. 

The spokeswoman said: “The defect 
was not present at the time of the 2007 
refurbishment works. It was caused by a 
defect in the 1930s blockwork panel. 

“It is a relatively minor repair. It will be 
completed within the next two weeks and 
will not delay the main development work.” 

Cardy boss Michael Stannard told 
Yourthanet: “Clearly we want to get on 
with the project, but we will be seeking 
assurances from Thanet council that the 
public, as well as our staff, are not at any 
risk now or in the future.”

A YOUNG Westgate-on-Sea woman 
who had just had a double lung 
transplant has died. 

Jessica Wales lost her fight for life 
on Wednesday last week. 

The 20-year-old suffered from cys¬ 
tic fibrosis and had the transplant 
over the Christmas period after a 
suitable donor had been found. 

The inspirational youngster had 
been an active campaigner for 
organ donation and her courage 
was praised by a host of high-profile 
people such as Sarah Brown, the 
Prime Minister’s wife, and singer 
Natalie Imbruglia. 

Sarah Milne, a supporter and 
friend of Jessica, called the news 
“very sad” and urged people to sign 
the NHS Organ Donor Register 
that Jessica had campaigned for so 
hard over the last few years.

THE logo of the company due to be 
operating a ferry service between 
Ramsgate and Boulogne has 
disappeared from the side of the 
boat earmarked for the route. 

Its removal casts further doubt 
over when the service might start, 
with the ship’s owner, Fred Olsen, 
saying it now had “nothing to do” 
with Euroferries, the operator. 

The Euroferries logo on the side 
of the Bonanza Express has been 
painted over and replaced with the 
original Fred Olsen livery that was 
there before. 

The company’s website still lists 
the catamaran as the vessel that 
will make the 75-minute crossings, 
but the new paint job throws yet 
more doubt on the future of the 
route, the opening of which was 


delayed twice last year, amid dis¬ 
appointment from customers who 
had bought tickets to go to France. 

Euroferries offered refunds or 
upgrades for disappointed cus¬ 
tomers and said the service would 
start to sail in the new year.

A spokeswoman for Fred Olsen, 
which owns the Bonanza Express, 
told Yourthanet: “I don’t think we 
are having any dealings with 
Euroferries right now. As far as I 
know, we have nothing to do with 
them at the moment.”

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THANET council has taken the 
unusual step of reassuring residents 
that their bins will be collected. 

The recent bad weather meant collections 
were suspended for two days, with only back-up 
collections using smaller tmcks taking place in 
some areas. 

A backlog built up and now the authority has 
issued a statement saying that it will all be 
taken in due course, with household waste 
taking priority. 

Homes due to have their wheelie-bins emp¬ 
tied on Thursday and Friday, January 7-8, were 
among those to miss out. 

Because there is a two-week gap between 
refuse collections, many people thought their 
typical household waste would not be collected 
for a whole month, but the council says it is 
trying to combat the build-up. 

As a result, bin collections on Thursday and 
Friday last week were changed, so binmen 
were only taking non-recyclable materials,

which was a switch from the recycling collec¬ 
tions planned. 

If the original date of a household’s recycling 
collection was due to be on one of those two 
days, the council says it will now take it away 
either tomorrow (Thursday) or Friday. 

The change should affect areas such as 
Nethercourt and Pegwell in Ramsgate, West¬ 
brook, Westgate, Birchington, Palm Bay, 
Salmestone, Margate and Dane Valley 

To check on your collection, visit the council’s 
website at www.thanet.gov.uk/databases/ 
refuse/ or phone 01843 577115. 

A council spokeswoman said: “On Thursday, 
January 28, and Friday, January 29, all recy¬ 
cling, including any that will not fit into your 
wheeled bin, will be taken by the waste and 
recycling team. 

“If you do want to put extra recycling out for 
collection on those two days, please put it into 


either clear plastic sacks or shopping carrier- 
bags. Please do not put extra recycling into 
either black sacks or cardboard boxes.” 

The spokeswoman confirmed that all materi¬ 
als collected from blue lidded bins would be 
recycled. Blue bins are for paper, card, card¬ 
board, clean foil, cans and plastic bottles. 

Shirley Tomlinson, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environmental services, said: ‘We’re 
aware that the suspension of waste collections 
due to the recent adverse weather left some of 
our residents waiting weeks for their recycling 
bins to be collected. 

“In response to comments from previous 
years, we’ve deliberately given priority to taking 
the black bins and people’s non-recyclable rub¬ 
bish, as we know that’s more important for 
many residents. 

“However, we also know that, at Christmas, 
people often produce a lot more recycling. That’s 
why we’re very happy to take all additional 
recycling for the properties that were affected by 
our decision to suspend services.”

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Cancer tragedy 

spurs cyclist on 

epic challenge

A MAN from Broadstairs is taking 
on an epic cycling challenge to raise 
money for charity Leukaemia 
Research. 

Three of David Payne’s siblings have been 
affected by blood cancer, prompting his deci¬ 
sion to take up the challenge. 

David, 50, will cycle 50 miles a day from 
Paris to London’s Great Ormond Street 
Hospital in February to commemorate 
Leukaemia Research’s 50th anniversary. 

He is going to be raising funds in the fight 
against leukaemia, lymphoma and myeloma. 

David, who works as a gardener in 
Broadstairs, tragically lost two of his siblings 
to blood cancers. 

Treatment 

In 1966, his sister Katie was just four years 
old when she was diagnosed with leukaemia. 

She bravely battled against the disease for 
three years before dying on October 14,1969, 
aged seven. 

His family was struck again when David’s 
brother Simon was diagnosed with another 
blood cancer, non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma. 

Tragically, Simon lost his fight against the 
disease in 1995, at the age of 35. 

David’s younger sister Liz, also from 
Broadstairs, was also diagnosed with non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma in 1990, aged 23, but 
thankfully, after a year of treatment and a 
further 15 years of monitoring, she has made 
a full recovery. 

David says: “I wanted to do this challenge 
so that in the future no other family has to go 
through what my family has gone through. 

“For it to have happened once is bad 
enough, but for it to have happened three 
times is almost incomprehensible.”

David’s solo bike ride will begin in Paris on 
Sunday, February 7. 

He is anticipating some difficult weather 
conditions but is up for the challenge as he 
cycles between 20-50 miles most weekends. 

The final leg of David’s epic journey will 
take in the 50-mile route from Heathfield in 
Sussex to Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

David said: “The fact that Leukaemia 
Research is celebrating its 50th anniversary 
this year really makes you realise how much 
there is still to do. We’re still trying to find 
answers and if medical advances are to 
continue then we need to fund the vital 
research that the charity provides.”

Marine experts put offshore site 
up as European conservation area 


A MARINE site off the isle’s coast has been 
short-listed as a potential European area of 
conservation. 

Margate and Long Sands, which sits north 
of the isle, was pinpointed by marine experts 
as an area in need of protection due to its 
sub-tidal sandbanks and biodiversity. 

It is one of 12 proposed new marine conser¬ 
vation sites to be considered. 

If it becomes a Special Area of Conserv¬ 
ation, it will form part of the Natura 2000 
network - the group of terrestrial and 
marine areas designated for preservation 
under European legislation 

Undersea habitat and fish species which 
are a food source for seabirds, porpoises 
and seals would be protected from fishing, 
recreation and the oil and gas industries. 

Consultations between Natural England, 
the Joint Nature Conservation Committee 
and other interested parties are under 
way and, following these, proposals will be 
submitted to the Government. 

Ministers will then decide on which areas to 


submit to the European Commission in 2010. 

Alan Law, regional director for Natural 
England, said: “The Natura 2000 network of 
marine protected areas is a vital way of ensur¬ 
ing our most important marine habitats and 
bird species are effectively protected. 

“The consultation on the proposed new sites 
will create significant opportunities to pro¬ 
mote understanding of our precious marine 
undersea landscapes. The sites protect inter¬ 
nationally important marine habitats and 
bird species in the South East, as required by 
the EU Habitats and Birds Directives. 

“We want to help partners understand why 
the sites need protecting and how this relates 
to their own work and functions and what 
they can do to help conserve the site interests.” 

Experts will be working closely with the 
fishing industry to look at ways to combine 
conservation and fisheries. 

UK fisheries minister Huw Irranca-Davies 
said the sites had been identified to protect 
habitats and species of national and 
European importance.

Air pollution on high street 
causes council to take action 

RESIDENTS in St Lawrence high street, 
Ramsgate, are being asked for their views on 
plans to declare an Air Quality Management 
Area in a bid to tackle air pollution. 

Traffic levels in the high street are to blame 
for high nitrogen dioxide levels likely to exceed 
national guidelines. 

It could lead to increased health problems 
for people with asthma and lung problems, 
although it is thought this only applies to 
those living and working in the affected area, 
not anyone travelling through. The problem 
was discovered during routine checks by 
Thanet council’s environmental health team. 

Technical 

Thanet council has had to declare an Air 
Quality Management Area to combat the 
problem and will work with Kent Highways 
and partners to draw up an action plan. 

The area’s residents can also help to decide 
on the exact coverage of the Air Quality 
Management Area. 

The action plan, which will be a detailed, 
technical document, is likely to take about 18 
months to draw up and will help to inform 
planning policy in the future. 

Letters have been sent to some 50 proper¬ 
ties, explaining what is going to happen and 
asking for residents’ feedback. 

Zita Wiltshire, Thanet council’s cabinet 
member for environmental services, said: 
“Having identified this as a potential issue, the 
council needs to take action to try and improve 
the air quality in St Lawrence high street.” 

Once the council has received people’s views, 
the issue will be considered by its cabinet early 
this year. 

One Air Quality Management Area already 
exists in Thanet, around The Square in 
Birchington.

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A hole load of expensive trouble for KCC after heavy snow 


COUNTY Hall is bracing itself 
for a torrent of compensation 
claims linked to the hundreds of 
potholes forming on Kent’s roads. 

Motorists forced to pay out for 
puncture and suspension dam¬ 
age repairs are expected to flood 
the council’s mailbags with 
demands that the authority 
should foot the bill, at a poten¬ 
tial cost to the taxpayer of tens 
of thousands of pounds. 

The lengthy cold snap has left 
many of the county’s major 
routes in a state of disrepair, 
with the potholes creating yet 


another hazard for road-users 
already long fed up with the 
earlier snow and ice. 

Last week KCC was forced to 
pay out £6,250 to Welling resi¬ 
dent Kenneth Atkinson, who 
suffered a badly-dislocated 
shoulder after falling from his 
bicycle in May 2007. 

The 76-year-old has since 
been forced to give up his hobby 
following the pothole encounter, 
for which the council initially 
denied liability. 

Mr Atkinson’s lawyer Paul 
Kitson, partner at Russell Jones 


and Walker, said: “This case 
illustrates the difficulties in 
obtaining compensation from 
highway authorities. 

“They rarely admit liability 
for accidents involving road 
defects and it is usually neces¬ 
sary to issue court proceedings. 

“The claim was delayed due to 
arguments between KCC and its 
third-party contractors [Scotia 
Gas Networks]. “The pothole in 
question had been repaired pre¬ 
viously, but at the time of Mr 
Atkinson’s accident it was five 
feet long and four inches deep.” 


The severity of the pothole 
problem became clear on 
Tuesday when at least eight 
drivers had to pull over on the 
M20 after suffering punctures 
to their tyres as a result of a 
particularly deep one.

Police admit illegal 
stop and searching

KENT Police have admitted using 
stop-and-search powers illegally 
in what could prove a landmark 
case for Kingsnorth Climate 
Camp protestors. 

Lawyers representing Chief Constable 
Mike Fuller told the High Court the force 
accepted that its officers wrongfully searched 
at least three demonstrators - including 
11-year-old twins - who attended the sum¬ 
mer 2008 rally. 

They also admitted that an unspecified 
number of other protestors could have been 
unlawfully stopped, potentially opening the 
door for further legal action to be brought 
against the police. 

Hundreds of similar cases are already going 
through the system, with one lawyer describ¬ 
ing the cost to the taxpayer as potentially 
“staggering”. 

However, Mr Fuller’s representative 
Richard Perks told the two High Court judges 
it was not accepted that the police had secret¬ 
ly applied a blanket unlawful stop-and- 
search policy at the camp. 

He said there had been a “clear and lawful” 
policy and that the huge majority of those 
stopped had not been done so illegally but 
accepted there had been “a misapplication of 
a clear policy by officers on the ground”.

Section 1 of the Police and Criminal 
Evidence Act 1984 states that officers must 
have “reasonable suspicion” that an individ¬ 
ual is carrying prohibited weapons or articles 
that could be used for criminal damage before 
they are stopped and searched. 

Mr Perks added that while guidance given 
to individual officers was correct and accurate, 
“on occasions it was misapplied in practice”. 

The announcement came just hours after 
the European Court of Human Rights ruled 
it illegal for police to use terror laws to stop 
and search people without grounds for suspi¬ 
cion. 

Home Secretary Alan Johnson said he was 
disappointed with the decision and would 


appeal against it. 

The environmental rally at Kingsnorth in 
summer 2008 was over E.ON’s plans to build 
a new coal-fired power station, which the 
company put on hold for up to three years 
last October. 

Politicians, protestors and academics 
involved in the demonstration have always 
claimed the police response was dispropor¬ 
tionate to the threat posed by the activists. 

Officers were also accused of being heavy- 
handed with the campaigners, seizing hun¬ 
dreds of personal items including soap and 
board games. 

They also took a clown’s wig, crayons and 
highlighter pens belonging to the twin 
children involved in last week’s High Court 
hearing. 

The judges heard how one of the youngsters 
- who cannot be named for legal reasons - 
was left “crying and shaking” after a female 
officer said he had to be searched. 

He feared he would “go to prison” because 
he had stickers in his bag which other people 
had had confiscated. 

Long-standing environmental campaigner 
David Morris, from north London, was also at 
the court and said he was forcibly searched 
against his will. 

All three are seeking judicial review into 
police powers and potential damages. 

The case has been adjourned while further 
evidence is considered before a settlement is 
reached or a full court hearing called for. 

Kent Police declined to comment.

Fuller puts himself 
forward as head of 
Prosecution Service 

KENT’S Chief Constable Michael Fuller has 
told MPs why he believes he should be 
appointed the next head of the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

Mr Fuller - who is Britain’s first black police 
chief - has been selected by Attorney General 
Baroness Scotland as the preferred candidate 
to replace current Chief Inspector Stephen 
Wooler, whose contract at the CPS expires at 
the end of March. 

An announcement regarding Mr Fuller’s 
future is due to be made tomorrow (Thursday). 

Last week he told members of the House of 
Commons justice committee why he thought 
he was a more suitable choice for the role than 
a former judge or lawyer. 

Experience 

He said: “While I don’t have knowledge of the 
day-to-day work of a crown prosecutor, I still 
bring a lot of knowledge of the system and 
experience of being a stockholder of the CPS. 

“I have experience of running organisations 
and police departments successfully.” 

Mr Fuller told the committee that adjusting 
to policy changes and providing value for 
money represented two of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges for the Chief Inspector of the CPS but 
that he was fully prepared to cope with both. 

He also refuted a suggestion by Sleaford and 
North Hykeham MP Douglas Hogg that the 
police and CPS had an “incestuous” relation¬ 
ship and were too closely linked for one to be 
scrutinised by the other. 

Mr Fuller said: “Decision-making has always 
been independent and I think the public would 
see me as someone who would bring objectivi¬ 
ty and scrutiny where it’s needed. 

“You need a certain degree of knowledge of 
the CPS and how it works, and more impor¬ 
tantly of the rubbing points. I’ve seen them 
first-hand and can therefore make recommen¬ 
dations that are credible.” 

Mr Fuller joined Kent Police as Chief 
Constable in January 2004, having previously 
been with the Met since starting as a cadet in 
1975.

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Commuters face 
further fare rise 


COMMUTERS across Kent are 
facing higher travel charges fol¬ 
lowing a Government review of 
transport policy. 

And train passengers parking in many of 
the station car parks will now also find they 
have to fork out more money on parking costs. 

The changes - which came into effect last 
week - form part of the Department for 
Transport’s new policy which involves reduc¬ 
ing the subsidies it pays into the industry. 

As a result, commuter fares for 
Southeastern’s unregulated off-peak tickets 
have increased by 7.3 per cent, and others by 
2.8 per cent. Fares from outside the Travelcard 
area, including the London Underground, 
have seen a 1.6 per cent increase. Some ticket 
prices, however, have stayed the same. 

A spokesman for Southeastern said: 
“Government says the budget for running the 
cost of the railways should not be paid by sub¬ 
sidies through the taxpayer. The Government 
has stated that it should be put back on those 
who use the service - it will not subsidise the 
cost of the railways like in Europe. 

“What Government is doing is reducing the 
subsidies it pays to us, but to compensate it 
is allowing us to increase the ticket prices.” 

Charles Horton, managing director at 
Southeastern, added: “The majority of our 
passengers are commuters who travel into 
London on a daily basis.

“Most of these are season-ticket-holders 
and any changes to their fares are regulated 
by the Department for Transport. 

“The Government’s stated policy is to 
reduce the subsidy paid to the transport 
industry and for passengers to pay more 
towards the cost of using rail services.” 

But Tunde Olatunji, South East spokes¬ 
man for Passenger Focus, an independent 
rail consumer watchdog, believes commuters 
will place the blame with Southeastern 
rather than with the Government. 

He said: “Southeastern may use the lack of 
Government subsidies as its defence, but for 
the passenger it is Southeastern they pay the 
money to and therefore the company people 
will hold responsible for the changes. 

“This all comes down to value for money. If 
costs are increasing, the passengers will 
want to see the service improving.” 

Car-parking costs have also gone up at the 
majority of station car parks in Kent, but 
Southeastern defended this by saying it was 
the first change the company had made in 18 
months. 

“In terms of car-parking, the majority of 
station car-park prices have gone up by dif¬ 
fering amounts,” a spokesman said. “This has 
been done to help cover running costs.”

An admirer of the golf of gifted but troubled 
world superstar Tiger Woods, Max prefers to 
follow the emerging stars such as Rory 
Mcllroy and Ian Poulter. 

With an impressive collection of medals and 
trophies already to his name, Max firmly 
believes he has the desire, mental strength 
and enthusiasm to make it to the very top of 
his game.

Why weren't our roads ready 
for the inevitable big freeze? 


IF ever there was an argument for 
driving a huge 4x4, then Kent’s 
roads provide it. 

The appalling state of maintenance in this 
county is highlighted every winter as freezing 
conditions cause huge cracks to open up. 

Potholes cost drivers a heap of cash, wreck¬ 
ing tyres, alloy wheels and suspension. Tyre- 
dealers doubtless rub their hands with glee, 
but for the rest of us it’s an annual nuisance. 

We should not put up with it. But if we have 
to, then it’s time to consider a 4x4 instead of 
the stylish, economical motors that our green 
chums would have us all drive. 

Report every pothole you see to 08458 247 
800. That way the council has to do something 
and it has been informed. 

We all know you can claim for the damage to 
your car, provided - as the council’s website 
makes clear - you can prove “clear evidence 
that Kent County Council (KCC) has been 


negligent in its role as highway authority’. 

Well, I suggest KCC is always negligent 
through lack of proper care and preparation. 

The council has promised it will blitz our 
roads and carry out repairs... in March. 

That is just not good enough. It means six 
weeks or so of swerving around the canyons 
that have opened up in our streets. Surely 
KCC should address the problem right now? 

Freezing weather is no surprise. The fact that 
our poorly-maintained roads crack up at the 
first sign of frost is no surprise. So KCC should 
be prepared, and if it isn’t, that’s negligent. 

I watched KCC leader Paul Carter squirm as 
Meridian TV interviewed him about the pot¬ 
hole problem. Asked about compensation for 
wrecked wheels and tyres, he mumbled some¬ 
thing about “looking after public money”, 
suggesting not every wrecked car would be 
paid for out of the public purse. 

Shame KCC wasn’t so careful with our cash 
when £50 million was handed over to doomed 
Icelandic banks, really. 


The council’s annual budget for potholes is 
£3 million, apparently, and a spokesman said: 

“Kent Highway Services had already set 
aside an extra £576,000 to take account of an 
expected increased workload due to bad 
weather - and the additional £1 million comes 
on top of this.” 

It is not enough. 

Then Cllr Carter dressed it up by making it 
look as though it was supporting local busi¬ 
ness by inviting them to help with the repairs. 

He said: 'We are keen to use small and medium- 
sized engineering companies from across 
Kent. They will be encouraged to bid for ten¬ 
ders to repair our roads as part of our Backing 
Kent Business campaign. We hope this will 
provide a welcome boost for local business.” 

Hmm, I’m not so sure other small business¬ 
es running cars and vans will feel quite so sup¬ 
ported after shelling out for vehicle repairs.

Tory excuses are 
a load of rubbish

LOCAL heroes return to 
Canterbury next month to 
attempt a world record with 
their lightning wit.

Grown-up romance 
gets complicated

MOST romantic comedies follow a 
basic plot of boy meets girl, but the 
title of Nancy Meyers’s latest film 
suggests there’s a lot more to rela¬ 
tionships than that. 

It’s Complicated stars Meryl Streep and Alec 
Baldwin as a middle-aged couple who start an 
affair - ten years after they got divorced. 

Streep plays mother-of-three Jane, who 
owns a bakery and restaurant in Santa 
Barbara, California, and is on good terms with 
her ex-husband Jake (Baldwin). 

The old flame begins to flicker again when 
they stay at the same hotel in New York for 
their son Luke’s graduation, and end up remi¬ 
niscing about their 19-year marriage over a 
drink or three. 

With attorney Jake now married to a 
younger woman, Jane soon becomes the “other 
woman”. 

Things get even more complicated when it 
turns out that the architect helping to build 
Jane’s dream kitchen, played by Steve Martin, 
is ever-so-slightly in love with her. 

The film garnered a whole slew of Golden 
Globe nominations, including Best Actress in a 
Comedy or Musical for Streep, Best Motion 
Picture - Musical or Comedy, and Best 
Screenplay for writer/director Nancy Meyers. 

Baldwin believes Meyers, who brought us 
Baby Boom, Father Of The Bride and What 
Women Want, has created something more 
mature than the standard romcom. 

“To me, Nancy’s movies are adult romantic 
comedies - they’re a little more honest than

young people’s romantic comedies,” he says. 

“Romantic comedies for young people seem 
to be a little crazy to me. Everybody is doing 
incredibly stupid things to try and get a laugh. 
And it is funny, but when you’re appealing to 
an older audience, you need to be a little more 
dramatic, because the stakes are higher. 

“But at the same time you have to keep it 
light, it is a weird balance to strike and Nancy 
is so good at that kind of movie.” 

Meryl Streep has recently carved herself a 
comedy niche, with memorable roles in 


Mamma Mia! and last summer’s Julie And 
Julia, for which she won best actress at the 
Golden Globes awards ceremony. 

She was the actress Meyers had in mind to 
play Jane - and she instantly loved the script 
and the screenwriter’s sensitivity to such a 
universal subject. “Nancy has tapped into 
something deep about families who’ve encoun¬ 
tered divorce... or anybody who has been 
abandoned by someone they love,” says Streep. 

But it was the draw of her leading men that 
proved irresistible. “They’re just so wildly and 
inventively funny, I love them both,” she said 
of Baldwin and Martin.

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VAT-registered businesses in Kent 
are being urged to get ready for 
major changes to VAT return filing 
and payment coming in April. 

HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) has sent a 
leaflet to all 1.9 million VAT-registered busi¬ 
nesses to alert them to the fact that, from April 
1, 2010, those with an annual turnover of 
£100,000 or more, excluding VAX will have to 
file their VAT returns online and pay their 
VAT electronically. 

Under the changes, businesses registering 
for VAT on or after April 1 will also have to file 
their return online and pay electronically 
whatever their turnover. 

Every year, around 5,200 businesses register 
for VAT in Kent.

Mergers and acquisitions: 


ISSUES FOR BUYERS 

BUYING a business involves many risks. If a 
buyer is not careful, he may end up paying more 
than just the agreed purchase price. However, 
with careful planning and proper advice, these 
risks can be reduced. 

The most important factor is to know what 
you are buying. This may seem an obvious 
point, but if you are buying shares in a company, 
you are buying all assets and liabilities of that 
company, whether known or unknown, actual or 
contingent. 

Due diligence is vital, therefore. This will involve 
scrutinising the target’s financial and tax records, 
cash-flows and budgets, business and employment 
contracts, properties and other assets. 

The price will probably be agreed with the 
seller before due diligence takes place, but a 
buyer must not be afraid to renegotiate if due 
diligence throws up issues or liabilities which 
were not expected. 

The price payable for the business can be 
structured in many ways. It is rare nowadays 
for a buyer and seller to agree a fixed price, all 
of which is payable on the date of the 
acquisition. The price can be payable in 
instalments and occasionally the value of the 
instalments are calculated by reference to the 
profits or turnover of the business during the 
intervening period (known as an earn-out). It is 
also quite common for the price to be adjusted 
by reference to accounts of the business which 
are prepared as at the date of the acquisition, so 
the buyer is paying for the assets and liabilities 
on the balance sheet at that date. 

If the target business is a company, the buyer 
may choose to buy the shares or the assets from 
the company Buying shares is generally more 
risky for a buyer. It means buying the company 
'lock, stock and barrel’ and inheriting any 
skeletons in the company’s cupboard. It is actu¬ 


ally a much simpler structure and likely to be 
favoured by sellers. Buying assets may be more 
tax-efficient for the buyer and it allows the 
buyer to cherry-pick the specific assets it wants, 
but it will involve the complexities of trans¬ 
ferring individual assets and having to renew or 
assign contracts with customers and suppliers. 

The principle method for a buyer to protect 
itself against unknown liabilities post-acquis¬ 
ition is to obtain warranties from the seller. 

Warranties are statements of fact relating to 
the business which are relied on by the buyer as 
being true. If a warranty subsequently turns 
out to be untrue, the buyer will be able to claim 
damages for breach of warranty. The warranties 
often take up a significant proportion of the 
purchase contract and a lot of time is often 
spent negotiating their terms and application. 

Compensation 

The warranties serve two purposes: Firstly, 
they force the seller to disclose any information it 
knows about a warranty which is untrue, so the 
buyer has a full picture of what it is buying. 
Secondly, the warranties serve as a price 
adjustment mechanism by enabling the buyer to 
claim compensation for damages, losses or 
liabilities arising from a warranty being untrue, 
effectively reducing the price of the business. 

Employees are often key to a business, but 
sometimes a buyer will not want or need all of 
the seller’s employees. However, a buyer will 
inherit responsibility for all of the seller’s 
employees, so careful consideration is necessary 
before any redundancy decisions are made, 
either by the buyer or the seller. 

The acquisition of a business should be a 
stepping stone for greater success and profits 
for a buyer. Buyers must ensure that the terms 
of the acquisition fully protect them against it 
being an expensive mistake.

ISSUES FOR SELLERS 

A BUSINESS owner is likely to have shed blood, 
sweat and tears in making their business as 
successful as possible. Unless it is a family 
business and the next generation is ready to pick 
up the reins, these efforts will hopefully culminate 
in selling the business or, for the more ambitious, 
floating it on a stock exchange. 

In light of this almost inevitable endgame, it is 
surprising how few business owners are prepared 
for the issues and procedures which will be 
relevant when the time for exit arrives. Being 
underprepared may result in receiving less than 
full value for the business. 

Business owners must plan for their exit well in 
advance. Some of the most important things to 
ensure are also the most obvious, but that does not 
always mean they are observed. 

The business structure must be established in a 
way which makes the sale as straightforward as 
possible. For example, if the business is operated 
through a company, are there any divisions, 
properties or assets which need to be extracted 
from the company before a sale? 

All corporate and commercial documents relating 
to the business must be complete and up to date. 
They will be scrutinised during a buyer’s due 
diligence, so do not give the buyer any excuse to 
delay or renegotiate the terms of the sale. 

Key employees of the business should be signed 
up to employment contracts which comply with 
current employment legislation and contain 
enforceable restrictive covenants. The employees 
may be a valuable ingredient in the business, so a 
buyer will want to be satisfied that they are tied, as 
well as they can be, to the business. 

If the business relies on unique intellectual 
property rights, it is imperative to ensure that these 
rights are protected as much as possible, whether by 
way of patent, trade mark, registered design rights, 
copyright or even simple confidentiality provisions. 


Careful tax planning will also be key. The sale of 
shares in a company will almost certainly result in 
a lower tax bill for shareholders compared to the 
company selling its business and assets. This is 
because the company will have to pay corporation 
tax on its gains before the balance of proceeds can 
be distributed to its shareholders. However, there 
are exceptions to this rule, so always review the 
position early with a tax advisor. 

When approaching potential buyers, it is 
important that sellers do not disclose too much 
information without first procuring signed 
confidentiality undertakings from the recipients of 
any information, to protect the business’ trade 
secrets, customer and employee lists, pricing 
policies and other sensitive information. 

Debenture 

If a buyer makes an offer which includes an 
element of the purchase price being payable after 
the date of sale (possibly on an earn-out basis), the 
seller should consider what protection they require. 

For example, should the buyer provide some form 
of security over the deferred element, such as a bank 
guarantee or debenture? If the deferred amount is 
dependant on future turnover or profits of the 
business, should there be provisions requiring the 
business to be conducted in the same manner as it 
was conducted before the sale? Careful consideration 
should also be given to the tax implications of any 
deferred element of the purchase price because, 
without careful planning, it is possible that tax will 
be payable on the full value of the purchase price, 
even if only some of it is paid on the date of sale. 

There are many additional issues which need to 
be considered by sellers before they embark on the 
exit process, but hopefully this articles highlights a 
handful of the most significant factors.

A share of the wealth

AS A new year begins, the search 
for shares and managed funds 
with ‘hot’ prospects will continue 
for small investors seeking to sup¬ 
plement their income. 

In the Noughties, the game lost much of its 
sparkle. It’s been a grim time for shares, espe¬ 
cially those in banks once seen as solid and 
reliable, such as Lloyds TSB, Royal Bank of 
Scotland and HBOS. In 30 months of financial 
mayhem, income and capital gains from 
shares have plunged. 

Well-regarded blue chips sank too, although 
many bounced back in the 54 per cent surge by 
London’s FTSE 100 index since March. 

The turmoil may not yet be over. Savers 
nearing retirement may be reluctant to touch 
equities at all, in case they sink to the lows 
that London prices hit in early 2009. 

Despite the doom and gloom, however, small 
investors still hold £162 billion of shares, says 
Capita Registrars. 

And with minimal returns from rival invest¬ 
ments such as property and savings accounts, 
people trying to build a lump sum to allow ear¬ 
lier retirement will want some money in 
shares - or funds that hold mostly stocks. 

Caution is the watchword with most pun¬ 
dits. Nobody knows how share prices will 
respond when the Government’s policy of 
quantitative easing is eventually switched off. 

Jonathan Jackson, head of equities at broker 
Killik & Co, has some FTSE 100 giants in his 
Top Ten for 2010, including GlaxoSmithKline, 
BG Group, Barclays, hedge-fund manager 



Man Group and FT owner Pearson. Most of 
these pay good dividends, around five per cent, 
even if capital growth may be limited. 

Killik’s high-yielding portfolio, with firms 
from the FTSE 100, Mid 250 and Small Cap, 
pays an average dividend of 5.7 
per cent, with limited down¬ 
side risk short of finan¬ 
cial armageddon. He 
predicts the FTSE 
100 will be at 5,850 
by the end of 2010, 
about eight per cent 
up on the current 
level of 5,400. 

Richard Hunter at 
discount broker Har¬ 
greaves Lansdown is 
slightly more hopeful. 

He sees the Bank of 
England base rate at 
1.5 per cent by 
December, and the 
FTSE 100 around 
6,000 in 12 months’ 
time. 

He plumps for BP (paying 5.5 per cent), 
Tesco, Home Retail (owner of Argos/Homebase) 
and one of the pharmaceutical giants, either 
GlaxoSmithKline or AstraZeneca. 

Among tiddlers, he likes Davis Service Group, 
a £700 million company trading as Sunlight in 
the UK and Ireland to provide uniforms and 
workwear to a range of companies. 

Globally, Hunter thinks 2010 could be the 
year when the economic might of China is 
widely recognised. 

Tim Steer at the Artemis UK Growth Fund 
is backing firms focused on change - among 
them oil minnow Sterling Energy, listed on

London’s junior AIM market. He also likes 
Ricardo, focused on improving fuel efficiency 
for the automotive sector. 

Peter Saacke, fund manager at Artemis 
Global Growth, thinks 2010 will deliver high¬ 
er income from shares as dividends 
recover. His core holdings include 
Cobham, Northumbrian Water 
and Imperial Tobacco. 

In an atmosphere of huge 
uncertainty, there are attrac¬ 
tions in making monthly 
payments into managed 
funds: if share prices, 
investors buy more shares 
with the same subscription. 
Choosing a specialist fund is 
also an easy way into global 
markets where most investors 
know little about specific shares. 

Emerging markets boomed in 2009, notably 
the BRIC chain of Brazil, Russia, India and 
China. Neptune’s Russia & Greater Russia, 
launched five years ago and heavily invested 
in oil, mining and gas companies, was a top¬ 
performing fund in 2009, soaring by 107 per 
cent. Alliance RCM BRIC Stars had another 
great year with an 80 per cent surge. 

Can they keep it up? As the developing 
world continues to grow, demand for raw 
materials grows too - which might be a case 
for backing JP Morgan Natural Resources, up 
by more than 600 per cent in the past decade. 

Virgin Money’s Investor Intentions Index 
says emerging markets pushed UK shares to 
second place in advice given by financial advi¬ 
sors during 2009, but some doubt this surge 
can be maintained. In any case, investors 
bruised by 2007-09 might choose safe funds for 
2010, rather than those set to soar.

MANY families who cut back on 
spending in 2009 on the assump¬ 
tion of recovery in 2010 may 
already be having a rethink, and 
are looking for fresh ways to 
prune the budget after warnings 
another 250,000 jobs could go in 
the new year. 

Unemployment could hit three million by 
mid-summer, says the Chartered Institute of 
Personnel Development (CIPD) - partly 
because of rising inflation and the rise in 
VAT. Counting the pennies this year could be 
more important than last. 

“People should review their finances on a 
regular basis and the turn of the year is a 
great trigger to do just that,” said Clare 
Francis at moneysupermarket.com. 

“For those suffering an extra financial 
hangover from the festive period, recovery 
will be quicker in 2010 if significant savings 
are made.” 

Ms Francis estimates an average house¬ 
hold could save £4,000 a year, simply by get¬ 
ting the cheapest deals in those areas of 
spending few of us can avoid, like mortgage 
repayments and energy bills. 

Here are a dozen spending checks which 
any household can make. 

1. Mortgages - use low interest rates to over¬ 
pay your mortgage, while ‘interest only’ bor¬ 
rowers who switch to capital repayment 
terms with their current lender may be sur¬ 
prised by savings in the long-term. 


Moneysupermarket.com estimates that 
somebody paying an extra £50 per month on 
a capital repayment could save £40,000 over 
the 300-month life of a mortgage. 

Andrew Hagger at Moneynet.co.uk points 
out that switching lenders might not be 
worth it for those with small loans, because 
of the hefty fees incurred. Above £70,000, 
though, it might be worth looking at cheaper 
fixes, including a Leeds BS five-year fix at 
4.75 per cent or Mansfield BS’s two-year fix 
at 3.59 per cent. 

Don’t linger on a Standard Variable Rate 
(SVR) loan because rates are likely to rise 
this year. Someone with a £150,000, two-year 
mortgage at Coventry BS fixed at 3.5 per 
cent would save £2,278 against the average 
SVR rate. 

2. Get the cheapest loan - Nationwide BS 
thinks many consumers with debts spread 
across credit and store cards, overdrafts and 
loans could save by consolidating the debts 
into its new personal loans costing a typical 
7.6 per cent APR on £7,500-14,999 for up to 
five years, the rate being fixed for the full 
term of the loan. 

This undercuts the 7.9 per cent offer on 
£7,500-15,000 advances, with Nectar points, 
unveiled by Sainsbury’s Finance. 

3. Credit cards - if you can get your card 
debts accepted for a zero per cent balance 
transfer deal, there’s a case for cutting the 
card up to ensure you don’t make new pur¬ 
chases, possibly charged at 16 per cent. 

4. Be a careful shopper - write down what 
you need before entering the supermarket, 
and you can easily save £20 per week, says 
Andrew Hagger at Moneynet.co.uk. That’s 
worth £1,000 a year, which you can use to 
pay off debts elsewhere.

MANY people want to provide 
funds for their children and grand¬ 
children, to help with all the varied 
calls for money they will experi¬ 
ence during their younger years 
and into adulthood. 

It is not always easy to know how best to 
structure any such provision. One wants to 
ensure that children have an appropriate degree 
of access to the monies, and that the structure 
serves to minimise the impact of taxes. 

1. Bare Trusts - are arrangements where 
trustees are acting really only as nominees, 
with the beneficiaries having beneficial own¬ 
ership of the monies. 

Where funds are provided by grandparents,

grandparents. If the funds are provided by 
parents, however, income tax is assessed on 
them until the children reach 18. 

A disadvantage is at 18 the children can call 
for the money which belongs to them; because it 
might be spent unwisely does perhaps mean 
such trusts should not be over funded, to leave 
an 18 year old with too much to spend. While 
they are under 18, the monies can be used freely 
for their benefit, including paying school fees. 

2. Discretionary Trusts - are used when the 
amount is more than would be appropriate for 
the children to take at 18; or where it is 
intended that the funds should be held to give 
benefit to the beneficiaries until a greater age 
such as 25; or where one wants to have the 


grandchildren can use their personal 
allowances for income tax and annual exemp¬ 
tions for CGT, which is likely to be better than 
if the monies were held by the parents or 

ability to favour some beneficiaries over oth¬ 
ers. Such trusts are very flexible and can tar¬ 
get the benefit at the appropriate time. 

A disadvantage is the trustees will need to

manage the funds and produce a separate tax 
return; with a bare trust the income is simply 
treated as belonging to the child and only a tax 
repayment claim will be needed. Furthermore, 
income tax rates for trustees are now high, 
with a 50 per cent rate from April. 

The effect of this is mitigated if the income is 
paid out to beneficiaries who are non or lower 
rate tax payers. Accordingly it would normally 
be best to fund the trust at the sort of level 
where income being generated can safely be 
paid out, to avoid the trustees retaining 
income and suffering tax at 50 per cent. 

Once again there is a difference if the funds 
are provided by a parent, with the tax 
assessed on the parent if the income is distrib¬ 
uted; but if the income is accumulated, then it 
will be taxed at 50 per cent! So if parents want 
to get funds out of their estates, perhaps for 
IHT reasons, it would be wise not to invest to 


produce a high level of income while the chil¬ 
dren are under age, although once they reach 
18 the rules change and income paid out to the 
children is taxed on them and not their parent. 
3. Provision by will - grandparents can bypass 
their children and set up trusts for grandchil¬ 
dren in their wills. The parents will probably 
benefit indirectly from the funds available and 
the trust can be drafted so the children’s own 
personal tax position can be taken advantage of. 

This will not happen if the fund is below the 
nil rate band threshold, currently £325,000. If 
someone wants to set up a larger fund, then 
there are ways to avoid any IHT charge by giv¬ 
ing the children a right to income. 

The circumstances and requirements of fam¬ 
ilies differ greatly; one needs to think careful¬ 
ly about what one is trying to achieve and to 
structure gifts to achieve that in the most 
appropriate and tax effective way.

THERE may be a glimmer of 
light at the end of the reces¬ 
sionary tunnel, but is it too 
soon to think about a new car? 

No. In fact, there was a strong argu¬ 
ment for some of us to buy new wheels 
even in the worst depths of the down¬ 
turn and those circumstances continue 
to prevail. 

With savings accounts earning so little, 
you might make more by saving a huge 
wedge on a new car thanks to big dis¬ 
counts at the moment. 

Fact is, there has been much hype 
about the Government-sponsored 
£2,000-a-time Scrappage grant scheme, 
but dealers have been knocking cash 
off cars for months - whether you 
have a 10-year-old ‘scrapper’ to trade in 
or not. 

There are other deals that can be fac¬ 
tored in too, such as zero or low rate 
finance. 

And don’t forget to ask for trimmings 
like a tank of fuel, car mats or further 
discounts on any add-ons you fancy. 

Do your homework though to ensure 
you are not buying an unpopular engine 
or trim combination or, worse, a car on 
‘run-out’ where production ceased a 
while ago. 

After all, you don’t want to trade your 
old gas guzzler for another just as thirsty 
or likely to depreciate badly. 

Buy wisely though and your new vehicle 
could save on fuel, insurance, road tax and 
even depreciation, though cars always 



devalue unless they achieve classic status. 

You can also afford to congratulate 
yourself for ditching something less effi¬ 
cient in favour of a modern and more eco- 
friendly model. 

On the other hand, review your pro¬ 
posed part-exchange; a knee-jerk dispos¬ 
al and the cost of replacement, could be 
daunting even when judged against its 
high running costs for the next three 
years and eventual disposal when the 
market is more settled. 

Budget 

Road tax favours downsizing - gas guz¬ 
zling limos or 4x4s face £950 a year road 
tax from April 1 next year - but this is 
still a small part of the motoring budget 
for most of us. 

Many superminis currently sit in the 
lowest road tax band of £35 a year and 
though you might be tempted by new 
tax-exempt diesel eco models, just 
check the price against a standard 
version. 

The eco supermini might save 
£105 road tax over three years, but 
how much will you pay upfront for 
it? A lot more and you might not 
think the driving experience 
worth paying extra for either. 

Be aware too that from April 1, 
all cars emitting 130g/km or less 
will be zero-rated for tax in their 
first year on the road. 

So, check out conventional equivalents 
of eco models and don’t dismiss petrol 
power; the fuel is still cheaper and makes 
sense for lower mileage users, while 
emission and consumption levels are 
closing the gap on their heavier diesel 
equivalents.

DON’T swap your current car just 
to save a few pounds on road tax. 

On the other hand, Government efforts to 
tax ‘gas guzzlers’ off the road can further ease 
the burden on your motoring budget if you 
plan to downsize or go for a more fuel-efficient 
model. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling eased the pres¬ 
sure a bit after an outcry induced by draconian 
rates due to be applied to larger cars... just as 
the recession clobbered the economy 

But Labour - and a Conservative govern¬ 
ment won’t be any different due to existing 
agreements to clean up pollution - has said it 
will continue to drive down vehicle sizes and 
emissions by using tough VED (Vehicle Excise 
Duty) rates, based on C02 emissions rather 
than fuel consumption and applying only to 
cars registered after March 1, 2001. 

At present, you can escape paying anything 
if your car emits lOOg/km or less and, from 
April 1, this benefit will apply to any car with 
a 130g/km or less rating, within one year of 
being registered. After that it will revert to 
£20-30 a year. 

By the same token, anyone buying a serious 
C02 emitter discharging 255g/km or more will

be clobbered by a £950 charge in the first year 
and £435 thereafter when the new scale comes 
into effect - the current tax for cars in this 
band is £405. 

Curiously, due to inconsistent emissions data 
on older cars, these are taxed simply at 
£120/year up to l,549cc and then £185 if larger 
- something of a bargain for owners of older ‘gas 
guzzlers’ if they can bear higher fuel bills, opt 
for a £1,500-2,000 LPG (liquid petroleum gas) 
conversion or cover relatively few miles. The 
higher charge increases to £205 after April 1.

DOWNSIZING to a more fuel and 
tax efficient car must be just part 
of your recession-busting motor¬ 
ing plan. 

The next stage involves smarter driving 
and journey planning and getting fitter by 
walking and cycling instead of using the car 
for short journeys - cold engines waste fuel 
and produce 60 per cent more emissions than 
warm ones. 

Short trips also mean more servicing and 
engine wear - a moped or motorcycle might 
be a better option. 

If you must drive, follow these tips from the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists and RAC 
Foundation: 

• Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the direct route - a sat nav can 
help - and go off peak if possible. Commuters 
should think about car sharing, Park and 
Ride bus schemes, or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly. 
Neglected engines waste at least 10 per cent 
more fuel and catalytic converters only clean 
emissions when properly maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres wear 
faster, waste fuel, are dangerous and con¬ 
tribute to a growing environmental problem. 
Check pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save and stay legal. 
Feather the throttle at cruising speed; 
56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel than 70mph 
and a smoother driving style saves fuel. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear changes 


driving for better saving 



at modest engine speeds can save up to 15 
per cent in fuel. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use and keep windows 
closed to avoid drag and wasted fuel. Remove 
unnecessary and heavy boot luggage and 
wide wheels and tyres that add rolling resist¬ 
ance. Air conditioning costs fuel too, so try to 
use the fan and vents unassisted. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low 
sulphur ‘city 5 diesel or cleaner petrol (low sul¬ 
phur/aromatics). Consider converting to LPG 


(liquid petroleum gas) - half the price of 
petrol and with lower emissions. 

• Think ahead - there is no point rushing 
and then having to brake suddenly. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and burn more fuel carrying more 
weight than necessary? 

• Stuck in traffic? Turn off the engine after 
two minutes to save fuel and emissions.

FUEL prices continue to be volatile 
- no help to drivers as Britain tries 
to claw its way out of recession. 

The UK’s biggest supplier of company cars 
reckons this also comes on top of motorists 
being suckered by costly motoring myths. 

Lex Autolease associate director Chris 
Chandler said: ‘We own over 300,000 vehicles 
and some of the feedback we receive from driv¬ 
ers shows that a lot of bad habits have crept in, 
due to myths passed down from one colleague to 
another or through friends and family” 

The firm’s ‘Myths Hit List’ is: 

‘Premium fuel is good for your car eveiy now 
and again’ 

It is only suitable for high performance cars 
needing superior fuel for efficient running - the 
higher cost is repaid by better mpg. Drivers 
using non-performance cars should stick to 
ordinary unleaded and diesel. 

Another myth suggests supermarket fuel is 
poorer quality than that from oil companies’ 
forecourts, but they often come from the same 
source, so you’re paying more for the brand and 
any additives included. 

‘It’s best to fit your new tyres to the front axle’ 

Actually, they should be fitted to the rear. 
More grip on the rear axle improves stability on 
slippery roads and could prevent a spin. 

Drivers are also more used to worn tyres on 
the front, because most modem cars are front 
wheel drive and wear front treads faster than 
the rears; switching part-worn rears to the front 
maintains a balance that the driver is used to. 

‘Allow the car to warm up before driving off 

The engine will warm up faster, use less fuel 
and pump out less C02 if you drive off immedi¬ 
ately, rather than leave it to idle for a while. In 
winter, this also helps the car heater warm 
faster, though windscreens must be fully 
defrosted before setting off. 

‘Running the fuel tank near to empty helps to 
clean it’ 


Fuel tanks do not ‘self-clean’. It is more likely 
that you will misjudge your next fill-up and risk 
seizing up your engine or other components; 
driving with little or no fuel can be almost as 
damaging to a vehicle as putting in the wrong 
fuel. Fill up as quickly as possible when your 
warning light appears. 

‘Filling up slows down your car’ 

Partially tme. A heavy fuel load impacts upon 
fuel efficiency and braking distances, but accel¬ 


eration and top speed is barely compromised by 
a full tank. 

‘No claims protection insurance protects my 
premium if I have a crash’ 

Standard insurances only protect the dis¬ 
count you would have received at the end of a 
claim-free year. If you have a claim, insurance 
companies can increase your overall premium, 
despite having a no claims protection policy, 
because you are an increased insurance risk. 


Admittedly, the company has a vested inter¬ 
est in the final point: 

‘Leasing is more expensive than buying’ 

Many businesses and motorists fail to proper¬ 
ly calculate the true cost of ownership. List 
price alone is a red herring, and ignores true 
running costs: finance, depreciation, mainte¬ 
nance and insurance. 

All such costs can be better captured and bud¬ 
geted through a lease deal.

AFTER a stuttering start the 
Government’s £2,000 Scrappage 
incentive accelerated into a big 
success last year 

So much so that the initial £300 million fund 
needed a 50 per cent top-up last autumn to 
avoid running out before the proposed end of 
the scheme in March this year. 

Rut money is dwindling again, and it is diffi¬ 
cult to read how the Government will react to 
another top-up or an extension. 

It could be simply delaying a decision so that 
it can maximise the political mileage ahead of 
the spring general election, but it is also ques¬ 
tionable whether the scheme does much for 
UK PLC or its balance of payments - foreign- 
based carmakers and their workforces have 
been the main beneficiaries.

runs out if you fancy swapping your banger. 

The donor car must have been registered 
before August 31, 1999 and your name must 
have been on the V5 ‘logbook’ for 12 months 
before the date your new car order is placed. 

Carmakers like the scheme, though quietly 
annoyed that they would be expected to con¬ 
tribute half of each ‘£2,000 Government 
Scrappage grant' and that the Treasury would 
claw back some of its money through VAT on 
each car sale. 

But they have seen that they can use 
Scrappage to buy market share and keep car 
plants running through the recession, and 
some brands have been chipping in extra cash 
on top of their £1,000 per unit as w ell as more 
specification and zero per cent finance - 
though this is no big deal when interest rates 
are so low. 

This also indicates how keen dealers are to 


do business, so don’t be despondent if you’re 
not in a position to take advantage of 
Scrappage; with the exception of city cars and 
superminis, you should get a hefty discount on 
most new cars without a banger to scrap. 

If you have been out of the car market for a 
w r hile though, do your research. You will have 
heard that diesel cars now outsell petrol, but 
that is not the full picture. 

They cost more, and the extra weight can be 
wearing and intrusive in the smaller cars 
most in demand now, and you need to cover 
many miles to recover the extra outlay 

Meanwhile, petrol is making a comeback 
w r ith lighter, small capacity turbocharged 
engines able to deliver diesel pulling power 
and lower emissions. 

You might also consider a hybrid, but these 
cost more and this must also be weighed 
against the mileage you intend to cover.

GLEE

GLEE is an American-born musical 
television series that has US audiences 
captivated, gripped and addicted. 

Now it has come to our screens 
courtesy of E4 and it seems it’s our 
turn to be wowed. 

A ‘glee club’ is a show choir that 
performs jazzed-up pop songs and 
show tunes, often accompanied by 
choreography. 

Glee is set at the fictional William 
McKinley High School in Lima, Ohio, 
where Spanish teacher Will Schuester 
(Matthew Morrison) takes the failing 
club, which is attended only by a 
handful of misfits and geeks. 

Funny, abrasive and absolutely 
adorable, each episode is interspersed 
with relevant musical numbers. 

The plots resemble those of soap 
operas, but Glee stands out from 
other shows of its genre because of 
its quirky sense of humour, which 
makes light of topics that other 
dramas might get in a flap about. 

The characters are wonderfully 
awkward, likable and in turn 
ridiculous. Many are pretty clueless 
and even the bad-guy characters 
have some spark and life that makes 
you want to watch. 

Jane Lynch plays the school’s drill 
sergeant-style cheerleading coach Sue 
Sylvester, with quips like “I will go to 
the animal shelter and get you a 
kitty cat.

You can’t help but laugh at her 
delightful nastiness.

disaster that was ITVs Britannia 
High; rather it is a parody of such 
shows. 

When gloomy EastEnders and 
tired Corrie are bringing you down, 
this serves as a tonic. It’s deliberately 
cheesy, purposely cringeworthy and 
mocks high-school politics. 

The show is a celebration of 
individuality and of the misfit, which 
in the age of perfect-people Gossip 
Girl is revitalising and delightful. 

The fact the series was nominated 
for four 2010 Golden Globe Awards 
tells you more than I can. 

Anything uplifting in today’s grey 
society is more than welcome, if you 
ask me. 

Fans of Glee are referred to as

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Soak up the poetry of Grasmere

GRASMERE’S most famous resi¬ 
dent once described the Lake 
District village as “the loveliest 
spot that man hath ever found” - 
and two centuries later the senti¬ 
ment still holds true. 

Of course, beauty is all around in this scenic 
part of Cumbria, but the great Romantic poet 
William Wordsworth did not overestimate its 
attraction one jot. 

Sturdy boots, a bottle of water and some sun 
is all you need for a bracing walk up Helm 
Crag, the peak overshadowing the village. 

Known as ‘The Lion and the Lamb’ or ‘The 
Old Lady at the Piano’, depending on which 
side you view it from, it is the first sight of 
Grasmere from the main road into the village. 

Helm Crag is ideal for the beginner. The 
route is well-marked from the centre of the vil¬ 
lage, and, while the climb can be steep in 
parts, you needn’t be a mountain goat to com¬ 
plete the walk leisurely in half a day. 

Novices can expect to be overtaken by more 
serious Wainwright aficionados, decked out in 
waterproofs and equipped with poles - and all 
apparent retirees, who, to my shame, quickly 
disappeared over the horizon as our heavy legs 
called out for a rest and a cigarette break. 

But for a little effort and some scrambling, 
the views over Grasmere towards Loughrigg 
fell provide the kind of panorama that 
inspired Wordsworth to write his poetry. 

Some people might say that a real outdoor 
adventure should include a Primus stove, a 
sleeping bag and a tent. 

But, rain-sodden, legs like jelly and footsore, 
I was more than happy to be watered and fed 


at surely one of the Lake District’s best hotels, 
the Rothay Garden in Grasmere, run by Chris 
Carss and his team. 

The ground-floor bedrooms feature French 
doors with a small patio area leading out to 
the stunning gardens. 

Master chef Andrew Burton has been at the 
hotel for 17 years, and his food was simply out¬ 
standing and beautifully presented, enhanced 
by the elegant candlelit setting. 

With a menu changing daily, featuring dish¬ 
es such as ballontine of quail, pan-fried pigeon 
supreme and Cartmel salt-marsh lamb, ven¬ 
turing outside the hotel to eat seemed a real 
shame. 

Grasmere is, of course, synonymous with 
Wordsworth, who was most prolific during the 
many years he lived in the village. 

Famously, in his best-loved poem, 1804’s The 
Daffodils, he tells how he “wandered lonely as 
a cloud”. 


There is little chance of wandering too 
lonely in Grasmere these days - Wordsworth 
himself being one of the reasons. 

Along with Rydal Mount, Dove Cottage - a 
Grade I-listed building - was one of his two 
homes there. 

A fascinating guided tour is available, and 
England’s literary history seeps from the cot¬ 
tage’s white-washed walls. 

His furniture, portraits and family chattels 
are all on display for you to see where the mas¬ 
ter poet sat down to write his immortal words. 

Wordsworth lies with his family in graves in 
one of the village’s greatest attractions, St 
Oswald’s Church - a simple but pleasant stone 
edifice dating back to the 13th Century. 

The lovely churchyard, with the River 
Rothay running beside, is a little oasis of quiet 
away from the busy narrow streets of the 
village, and well worth a visit if only to see 
Wordsworth’s final resting place.

House prices up for 
sixth time, says bank 

IN its latest survey of the UK housing 
market, Halifax reports that in 
December, house prices increased for the 
sixth consecutive month. 

The rise took the value of a typical 
home to £169,042, up 9.4 per cent - or 
£14,552 - on the low of April 2009, and 
1.1 per cent higher on an annual basis. 

Taking the three-month-on-three- 
month measure, prices rose for the sec¬ 
ond successive quarter; in the final three 
months of 2009, the average value of a 
home increased 3.5 per cent, marking 
the biggest quarterly jump since 2006. 

The lender comments that significant 
interest rate cuts have “markedly 
reduced the burden of servicing a mort¬ 
gage” and helped to stimulate demand, 
albeit from a low base. 

However, Halifax expects house prices 
to remain flat in 2010 as prospects for 
depend on how the UK economy per¬ 
forms, and whether there is a significant 
increase in the supply of properties. 

By way of comparison, Nationwide 
recently reported that the average house 
price rose by 0.4 per cent in December, 
compared to a month earlier, to 
£162,103. According to the building soci¬ 
ety, the increase took the annual rate of 
gain to 5.9 per cent. 

No repayment fee for 
buy-to-let borrowers 

LANDLORDS with cash to spare will be 
interested in Bradford & Bingley’s offer 
to waive early repayment charges, 

From February 1 buy-to-let borrowers 
can pay off a capital lump sum, or 
redeem their mortgages early, at no 
extra cost. 

A similar waiver proved popular last 
year and its reintroduction forms part of 
a strategy to wind down the mortgage 
books of both lenders, as they will even¬ 
tually be liquidated. 

For landlords temtped to remortgage, 
lettings agent Leaders has this week 
reported “a small but significant 
increase in buy-to-let mortgage prod¬ 
ucts”. 

However, proposals for the Financial 
Services Authority to begin regulating 
the sector this year could stifle recovery 
in what has become a severely contract¬ 
ed market. 

According to Paragon Mortgages, the 
number of buy-to-let products available 
has collapsed to about 190, with 94 per 
cent of loans disappearing since the 
onset of the credit crisis. 
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Best-buy mortgage table 
shows rise in competition

THE Alliance & Leicester, which 
has branches across the county, 
has been named the most consis¬ 
tently competitive mortgage lender 
during the final quarter of 2009, 
according to research by mortgage 
search software firm, Evaluate 
Technologies. 

A&L replaced HSBC as the UK’s most con¬ 
sistently competitive mortgage lender during 
the quarter, despite having failed to register 
any of its home loans in best buy tables during 
the previous quarter. 

Analysis 

In the analysis, A&L achieved a score of 23 
and beat off rivals including First Direct on 19 
points, Woolwich on 15 and fourth with 14 
points was HSBC. 

However, Royal Bank of Scotland and sub¬ 
sidiary NatWest failed to put in a “best buy” 
appearance, as did Halifax and Cheltenham & 
Gloucester, said Evaluate. 

Julie Speed, national accounts director at 
Evaluate Technologies said: “The changes tak¬ 
ing place at the top of the best-buy tables indi¬ 
cate a good degree of competition in the mort¬ 
gage market. 

“This is going to be key to supporting the 
property market in 2010. 

“Brokers will have been particularly pleased 
to see Alliance & Leicester’s emergence, show¬ 
ing that lenders do value the intermediary 
market.”

Meanwhile A&L, along with Abbey and 
Bradford & Bingley, is set to be re-named 
Santander later this year. 

Santander, which is the second largest bank¬ 
ing group in the world after HSBC, became a 


household name in the UK when it acquired 
Abbey for £9.5 billion, back in 2004. 

In July 2008, it acquired A&L and a few 
months later, it took ownership of B&B’s sav¬ 
ings business and branch network. 


Unemployment to hit house prices 



HOUSING analysts Hometrack expects the 
housing market in England to feel the effects 
of rising unemployment in the months ahead. 

The housing intelligence firm is predicting a 
one per cent fall in the average cost of a home 
in 2010, despite a rise of 0.1 per cent in 
December, which followed on from a 0.2 per 
cent increase in November. 

However, December also saw the number of 
potential buyers entering the market fall by 
2.2 per cent, the first decline since January 
2009. 

This month’s increase eased the annual rate 
of decline to 1.9 per cent. 

However, Hometrack’s director of research, 
Richard Donnell, is convinced that rising 
unemployment and slow growth in household 


incomes will take their toll next year. He con¬ 
cedes that a shortage of homes for sale will 
help to underpin prices, but expects demand to 
be the deciding factor in whether they rise or 
fall. 

Meanwhile, the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors is taking a more opti¬ 
mistic view and predicting a one per cent to 
two per cent rise in UK house prices in 2010, 
despite a “flat” employment market and con¬ 
tinued caution among lenders. 

According to the RICS, supply should contin¬ 
ue to increase in the early part of next year but 
will struggle to keep pace with demand. 

The body also estimates that transactions 
will rise from between 55,000 and 60,000 per 
month in 2009, to 70,000 by the end of 2010.

The cloth upholstery is a 
bit drab - leather seating is a tempting option 
- but ride and comfort is high. 

Even rear seats rake for extra lounging 
appeal and all three can be tumbled, arranged 
or even removed individually for varied and 
ultimate load capacity. 

The Yeti delivers excellent on-road compo¬ 
sure too; from the high ‘command’ driving 
position you get a great view without the cor¬ 
nering lean suffered by many lofty vehicles. 

So, the Qashqai faces its toughest competi¬ 
tion yet and in a style that offers a genuine, 
certainly not abominable alternative.

Wallis resignation 
leaves void at Gate 




MARGATE’S finances have taken 
another hit following Gordon Wallis’s 
resignation from the board and his role 
as director of football. 

His exit came as no shock following 
health problems, but with his offer of 
funding for the club now withdrawn, 
Gate bosses have been left to count the 
cost of multiple postponements over the 
last few months. 

Hartsdown Park has hosted just three 
first-team games in 15 weeks and while 
Wallis’s investment had helped to cush¬ 
ion the shortfall, Margate must now 
manage without him. 

Cliff Egan, one of Gate’s four remaining 
directors, said: “I’m certain it will have an 
impact. Gordon put quite a lot of money 
into the club both prior to and during his 
time as a director. 

“The pressure is on because we’ve only 
had three [home] games in three months 
and like a lot of other clubs in the area 
that’s hurt us. 

“Gordon had been told by his physician 
to take things easy, so he came to us [the 
board] and said he needed some time 
away. We then received his letter of res¬ 
ignation. The whole thing is ongoing and 
it depends on whether the board feels a 
new director is required to fill that hole.” 

Wallis, who rejoined the club along 
with Egan and Richard Piper on October 
12, was involved in the selection and 
appointment of Mark Butler as manager 
and as director of football he maintained 
regular contact with the new boss. 

On discussing team affairs and con¬ 
tract details with Butler, Wallis would 
report back to his fellow board members, 
a role now taken on temporarily by 
chairman Keith Piper until the board 
meets to determine its next move.

SATURDAYS game at Hartsdown 
Park finished all square, but off the 
field things are far from settled 
between these two clubs as transfer 
talk takes centre-stage.

As soon 
as we heard he was deliberating about chang¬ 
ing his mind, we immediately pulled out and 
made it easy for him to make his decision. 

‘We didn’t want a player joining Margate who 
was not committed to us, although I’m disap-

pointed by Paul’s decision. A midfielder was not 
our priority in terms of signings - we continue 
our search for quality players and they do have 
to be better than those already with us.” 

Butler, however, does remain confident of 
attracting Byron Harrison to Hartsdown, with 
Ashford’s 17-goal striker seemingly destined 
for the exit door in the immediate future.

KENT duo James Tredwell and 
Joe Denly have both been selected 
for the England tour to the United 
Arab Emirates and Bangladesh. 

Off-spinner Tredwell has also been named in 
the 16-man Test squad, but Denly misses out, 
with the England selectors instead opting 
to call up former Kent batsman Michael 
Carberry as a replacement for captain Andrew 
Strauss, who is sitting out the series. 

For Tredwell, however, his inclusion in the 
Test squad for the two-match series against 
Bangladesh heralds an excellent opportunity 
to make his debut as England are widely 
expected to include two spinners in their bowl¬ 
ing attack. With leg-spinner Adil Rashid miss¬ 
ing from the squad, it’s likely England will 
partner Tredwell with frontline spinner 
Graeme Swann for the series. 

Tredwell, who was called up as back-up to 
Swann for the drawn series in South Africa, 
said: “I’m delighted to be going to Bangladesh 
with England. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed the trip to South 
Africa, but going to Bangladesh may give me 
be a better chance of getting a game because 
conditions might suit playing two spinners. We 
have a strong squad and I’m very much look¬ 
ing forward to my first tour to Bangladesh.” 

Denly, 23, is part of the squad for the first leg 


of the tour, which sees England play three 
One-Day Internationals against Bangladesh 
at the end of February. 

After a mixed start to his international 
career, the series will provide the Whitstable- 
bom batsman with the chance to cement his 
place in the side. 

He said: “I’m delighted to be back in the 
England squad. I’m pleased with being select¬ 
ed and cannot wait to get back out there with 
my international team-mates. 

“It will be good to have James [Tredwell] out 
there and I’m sure the tour will go well for 
both me and England.” 

Elsewhere at the club, an advert has now 
been placed in the national Press for the post 
of chief executive at St Lawrence. 


An advert was placed in The Sunday Times 
at the weekend as the club looks for a hill-time 
replacement for Paul Millman, who left the 
county more than six weeks ago. 

Chairman George Kennedy, who has placed 
Jamie Clifford as acting chief executive while 
the club looks to fill the position, said the club 
had already received three or four “high-class” 
applications that would be taken seriously. 

He said: “We have had two or three applicants 
with county experience, although they are not 
necessarily still with a county, and one with an 
international flavour, which is interesting.” 

The club hopes to have its man in place 
before the start of the cricket season, with 
Clifford thought to be the favourite to take 
over full-time.
